In five weeks the 
inwase of exports has been $4,800,00(1 
or 1B per cent, and the decrease of im- 
ports $9,200,000 or 18 per cent, which 
helps to balance accounts.

bushels for tho week, flour included 
against 7^3.830 last year, and sinc( 
July 1 8,S5S,?04 bushels against 4,738, 
9J9*last year. 


Conflicting crop reports are as numer- 


ous nud noisy as ever, but the more re- 
liable mark up winter wheat to 800,000, 
000 bushels and the movement tends tc 
sustain such estimates, for since July 1 
western receipts have been 17,688,3?S 
bushels against 9,H30,020 last yeir. 


It ts not easy to believe that witb 


prices 10 cents lower than a year age 
farmers have marketed from a smallei 
crop 90 per cent more wheat. Corn is 
also moving rapidly, with western re- 
ceipts of 4,87ii,09l 
Lushels against 


1,661,074 last year. 


The situation as to cotton is doubtless 


critical for many producers. Extremely 
hot and dry weather has done serious 
harm, but it must be an extraordinary 
condition that reduces the yield 80 pel 
cent in August. 


Labor is more disturbed than usual. 


The great strike of garment workers 
here has much extended; the strike at 
Cleveland has broken out again and in- 
volves several other branches of labor: 
tho iron furnace men of the Sheuangc 
valley resist a reduction to tho wage; 
of May, 189!),' though Mahoning valley 
workers do not; the iron works through 
out the country are striving to cut down 
cost in order to keep in operation ; the 
iron mines of tho Gogebic range are 
stopping und tho suspension of cotton 
mills has become more general. 


Evidently both the working foroe and 


their wages hitva been reduced. 


Tho iron markets grow less demoral- 


ized in tone because all the associations 
derided to maintain prices for t if 
month, but the markets are not stronger 
in volume of orders or purchasers.

A carious case of "mimicry" has 


been noticed on the coast near Manilla, 
in the Philippine islands. The seeds of 
a bean fall among quartz pebbles, end 
so closely resemble them in shape, size, 
color, luster, hardness and stratification'. 
as to be distinguishable from them only 
by a very close examination- The beans 
range from a third of an inch to an inch 
in size, and vary greatly in shape also, 
some resembling well rounded beach 
pebbles and others mimic pebbles that 
have been broken across. The color 
varies from dark to light drab, some 
with a greenish tinge, while others re- 
semble pebbles of chalcedony or crystal- 
lized quartz. Nearly all show a series 
of dark bands, suggestive of stratifica- 
tion. All are hard, and clink when 
shaken together.—Rochester Democrat 
and Chronicle.

The enter skin, or cuticle, is 
really a ooEtinnAlly renewed shield 
of horny scales, trtsich are tbe cast- 
off dead cells of the living layer be- 
low. The aaderikin is the real busi- 
ness article, fall of conning little 
•'touch nerves," blood vessels, lym- 
phatics, sweat glands, fat glands, 
hair follicles and -whatnot 


The follicles are the pits in -which 


the hairs are grown, something lite 
celery, and nature has expended ap- 
parently a quite ridiculous amount 
of care on these strnctnres. Th9 
hair in each cell is a direct growth 
of the skin. It grows at tbe rate of 
half an inch a month. The coloring 
matter, as we know, is apt to fade 
and leave us at the mercy of those 
who compound fluids -which "are 
not dyes." Professor Stewart thinks 
it quite possible that sndden fright 
may blanch, the pigment "in a sin- 
gle nighr," but how it is done, since 
this pigment in most cases is far 
away from any visible nervous con- 
trol, he fails to see. Some people 
have a peculiar, sparkling look about 
their sandy hair. 


The professor traces this to altera- 


tions of -white and colored growth, 
which he finds corresponds -with al- 
ternate periods of 12 hours' normal 
growth. The pigment is perhaps 
not deposited during the night, but 
daring the day, or vice versa. "Each 
particular hair'' stands up "like 
quills upon tbe fretful porcupine" 
.(which, by tbe way, aro also hairs), 
by virtue of nil erector muscle, one 
end of which is fastened to tbo bulb 
of the hair and the other to the 
point near the surface of the skin. 
When the muscle contracts under 
nervous excitement, the hair is pall- 
ed up vertically (it usually lies a 
little slantin'gwise). 
Tbe pull on 


the muscle is also seen at the point 
of attachment in the skin, giving 
rise to little pimples, which, in con- 
junction with the erected hairs, pro- 
duce the appearance known as 
"goose flesh, '* 


Other children of tlie .skin, bat 


only 20 in number, are the nails. 
These arise out of sharp folds in the 
skin and are essentially a very toagh, 
horny material, built ttp from the 
living skin cells much in the same 
way as hairs are built up. The 
growth is at the rate of about tho 
thirty-second of an inch a week. 
The nail is fastened to the under- 
skin by a peculiar system of lock- 
ing teeth. While talking about the 
skin Professor Stewart did not over- 
look the "sweat glands," which lio 
buried in the underskin, extracting 
from the blood some 50 ounces of 
watery waste products a day. These 
pas? out through corkscrew passages 
In the outer skin, emerging in the 
sliapa of tbe myriad little pores, 
which we can just naako out by the 
aid of any ordinary pocket lens. 
There are about 76,000 of such open- 
ings on tbe palm of one's hand. Pro- 
fessor Stewart bas counted them^ 
but again he will not risk his repu- 
tation for strict veracity on tbe 
question of a single pore one way or 
the other. Is is averages ho deals in, 
fealing, of oonrsa, that the public ia 
not exacting in &nc.!i matters.—Lon- 
don Graphic.

THE CUFF RUINS OF COLORADO. 


A Breton of Etpeclal lotereat to Stndeoti 


of the Prehistoric. 


The cliff rnins of the San Jnan and 


the Haneos have been the center of at- 
traction, have been viewed from all 
sides, and then- tvonders have been told 
and retold to the world time and time 
again. Scientific men have visited the 
region, have penetrated south-western 
Colorado and have considered that sec- 
tion a place of especial interest, because 
the cliff and cave dwellings are probably 
the oldest in this strange laud, being 
the first built in that mysterious journey 
southward of a great bnt unknown peo- 
ple. For 20 years the prospector has 
folio-wed the San Juan river and gazed 
with careless unconcern on the rough 
and broken walls, so full of interest to 
the archffiologist 


But the mind of the prospector has 


no room for cnrios, and bo bas no time 
for archseological investigation. 
He 


sees only the glitter of the gold in the 
sand, and thinks only of the tune when 
he shall have made his stake, in No- 
vember of 1892 hundreds of gold hunt- 
ers rushed madly into the canyon nortJi 
of the Navajo mountain, traveled 300 
miles over bleak, desert tablelands, suf- 
fering ifjrribly fi'Mil the Coid, uuujji-i 
sad tin? bug, wearisome journey, in a 
few days they had staked off all the 
available land for 50 miles up and down 
the river acd then returned hoxne with- 
out having obtained so much as a color 
of gold, and today have nothing to show 
for it but the stakes. 


It is one of the most -wildly pictur- 


esque and beautiful regions in the 
•world. The bleak old Navajo mountain 
rises abruptly and towers like a grim 
sentinel over the surrounding mesuE, 
while in a canyon gorge more than 3, 000 
feet below its base the Eio San Juan 
appears like a silver thread. The canyou 
is several miles wide, and a descent can 
be made to the river only by a precipi- 
tous trail, bnt as tho river approaches 
the great Colorado the canyon becomes 
more narrow and the wall more perpen- 
dicular, and when it merges into the 
Grand canyon it is scarcely more than a 
deep, dark channel. 


A few miles from the Colorado river, 


where the canyon is not more than 800 
or 1,000 feet from wall to wall, and 
where the walls are perpendicular and 
smooth, on the right wall are the pic- 
tures of seven, warriora with 
bows 


drawn to the last notch, while across 
the river on the opposite side are the 
pictures of seven antelope, apparently 
in full ran to escape the hunters. These 
pictures are well executed and are in 
the most inaccessible places. Evidently 
the artist had to be lowered f ronr a 
ledge hundreds of feet above tbo picture 
and held suspended while ho performed 
his tedious task. There are many places

But civil service exam- 
ination* 3s4e strictly in the George 
Junior pepablic, anduo fellow could be 
appointed policeman who could not read 
and write well |toes then appreciation 
of an education has risen 100 per cent 
in the minds of President George's boys, 
and those who cannot read and write 
begin to learn at once.

SENATOR HILL IN 1893. 


He Declared. JTor Free Silver and Said It 


Should Be tho'Tsetse In 1896. 


On July 13, iSflS, Senator Hill, in a 


letter to The Constitution, announced 
that the Democrats must make free 
coinage the issue for the presidential 
campaign of 1896. The letter was per- 
sonal and hence -was not published at 
the time it was written. About a year 
ago, however, Senator Hill authorized 
its publication, and so general has been 
the demand for it of late that The Con- 
stitutioxfij&ewith produces that part of 
it relating to the currency question. 
Senator Hill*s advice has been taken by 
the Democratic jmrty. This is what he 
wrote: 


As to the repeal fef the'Sfencrmaa law, I favor 


the unconditional repeal of the law. I have al- 
ways been opposed to it. It ehould be aban- 
doned by general consent,-My vifcws were par- 
tially expressed iu my recent Tatamauy letter, 
which you have undoubtedly seen. Personal- 
ly I should prefer net to repeal tbe law until 
an acceptable substitute waa provided, in or- 
der to render moro probable the adoption of 
such substitute and not because I approve ati 
all of the Sherman fiilver law. But from a 
party point of view the wisest course is un- 
conditional repeal. The country expects it, 
and tho PJjrty will 1x» fOE£j fairly well united 
in favor or ic. Therefore it 13 unwise, w-hjw 
agreeing upon tho general proposition, to j 
wasto ou.p tim§ ifl &£!!£&U!£ upon a substuutjj' 
peuuiug tbe repeal. Let tho repeafba n^ade nt 
once, and let us differ us to other financial 
matters afterward. I am in favor of bimetal? 
lism as the issue oJ tho future. We should seek 
to keep that issue to the f rout. We should riot 
strive for tefiiporury success or compromise. 
We should be for Tree coinage upto §a inter- 
national agreement, Jf it bo possicJoTto'pS>- 
cur3 one, aud, IF hot possible, then for inde- 
pendent bimetallism. This is the great goal 
lor which we should strive. It cannot be done 
at once. Our friends siust not be impatient.' 
The people must be educated. The unexpect- 
ed action of India and the general sentiment 
of the moneyed classes conspire against us at 
this time. I do not believe in the Bland bill 
or any other measure which guarantees any- 
thing less than aa unrestricted coinage for 
gold and silver alike, as pledged iii the Demo- 
cratic national platform. Let us prepare not 
for present victory, but for victory upon that 
issue in 1898. The repeal of the Sherman law 
will not give the relief which ia anticipated. 
It will aid business temporarily, but in a year 
tiroes will be hard, and the demand for perma- 
nent financial relief will be irresistible. Wo 
should continue to holdout free coinage 03 the 
goal which the country must ultimately reach. 
The triumph of the monometallists wili be but 
temporary.

says The Rocky Mountain if ews, is that 
free coinage people want the govern- 
ment to take 50 cents' worth of silver 
and issue it from the mini as worth 100 
cents. This charge was specifically 
made by tbe iast- member of Mr. Glare- 
land's cabinet who took his turn to 
plead for tbe money changers of Wall 
street. 


The absurd charge could not be hon- 


estly made by any one acquainted with 
financial history. It entirely ignores the 
effect on the commercial value of silver 
by the adoption of bimetallism by the 
greatest and wealthiest nation on earth. 
Tet some of the highest financial au- 
thorities, and European at that, have 
declared their conviction rh-.t open 
mints for gold and silver in the 0nited 
States would result in raising the com 
mercial price of silver to its mintage 
value. This view is sustained by the ex- 
ample of France, which kept silver at 
lo^i to 1 of gold in Europe for nearly 
three-quarters of this century despite 
tbe hostility cf England and the varia- 
ble financial legislation of other Euro- 
pean powers. 


Twenty-three years ago the influence 


of the United States in the jnouetar 
affairs of the wcrld was so distinctly 
recognized by the conspirators against 
silver that they made this the first bat 
tleground, and by stealth won a victory 
that precipitated hostile silver legisla- 
tion abroad. Today the TJiiiied States is 
immensely greater relatively and more 
influential than it was theu, yet wo art; 
told thai the institution of bimetal li.sia. 
buttressed by the authority and re- 
sources of this great republic, would 
have no effect en tho commercial value 
of silver. 


At the time the knavery was wrought 


by which silver was demonetized silver 
bullion was at u premium over gold. It 
fell in fho market soiely because of leg- 
islative discrimination, and its normal 
value can be restored by jnst legal rn- 
act-mcnt It is meet that the nation 
which was surreptitiously r.sed to lead 
in silver's overthrow should be the first 
to pave the way for a just equilibrium 
betwfien the monetary and industrial 
iiffairs of the wor}0. 


A retoni to the free coinage of both 


metals—as sure to come as the earth to 
revolve on its axis—will not long test 
merely the influence of the United 
States in finance. It is indisputable 
that England alone stands in the way of 
a declaration for bimetallism by the 
leading nations of Europe, Independent 
action by the United States will break 
the spell by which the money power of 
London has -long dictated European 
financial aSnirs. 


Witb the abrogation of a measure of 


value that slowly but inexorably con- 
tinues to depreciate the f alue of every- 
thing but itself, silver bullion will com- 
mand its mintage prices in the world's 
marts. Even now we have nearly §500, - 
000,000 of silver iu circulation, either 
iii coin or its representative. Yet tho 
stamp of the United States makes it 
equal with gold, dollar for dollar. With 
the restoration of its historic and con- 
stitutional right, the immeasurable re- 
sources of our country in behalf of sil- 
ver will be re-enforced by a restoration 
of its legitimate mintage demand, the 
deprivation of which by money pirates 
is alone answerable for the divergence 
in tho relative value of the money 
metals.

The Cincinnati, Hamilton & Day- 


ton has evinced an inclination to 
orm a Cleveland-Cincinnati line, 
and it is thought tbe company is now 
working on plans tbat will bring 
ibcut this result. 


Tbe Wheeling and Lake Erie is 


•onnected with the reported project. 
The two roads are in no way allied 
against one another and botb are 


nxious to secure Cleveland terminals. 
The Cleveland, Akron & Columbus 
and tbe Lake Erie & Western, Brice 
iroperties, are reported to be in the 
deal, bnt it is not probable, owing to 
ts location, tbat tbe latter road is 
nvoifed. The Wheeling & Lake 
Erie and tbe Cleveland, Akron & Col- 
umbus are determined to enter Cleve- 
and over tbeir own tracks. Tbe C., 
A. & C is in a position tbat is not at 
all desirable, tbe Pennsylvania being 
depended upon for Cleveland termi- 
nals. 


The Chicago, St. Louis & Pitts- 


burg is reported to be In tbe alliance, 
tbit road, tbe C., H. & D. and tbe 
C., A. & C., according to one report, 
forming the projected line. 
This 


would still leave Cleveland without 
new terminals, but a through line to 
Cincinnati would come Into exist- 
ence. Senator Brice, It is said, will 
be satisfied, and then only tempo- 
rarily, until bis road is carrying pas- 
sengers and freight between Ohio's 
two largest cities. Acordin^ to one 
story, tbe C., H. & D. proposes to 
build a branch from Lima to Barber- 
ton to connect with the C , A. & C., 
but as two officials are now going 
over the system for the purpose of 
ascertaining where expenses can be 
curtailed, ft is not believed tbat a 
new line will be constructed. Rail- 
road men feel satisfied that a deal is 
being made, but they are not able to 
learn its exact nature. Taey bave 
come to the conclusion that Senator 
Brice is at work. 


Railway officials who are in a posi- 


tion to know of what .-they are speak- 
ing, declare tbat as much as it may 
desire to do so, the Lima Northern 
will experience considerable difficulty 
in getting into Toledo. Of coarse 
all that road's connections are much 
pleased to handle its business, but 
none of them are io position to lease 
their terminal facilities. 


The Clover Leaf would be the 


shortest route. If the Lima North- 
era secures the use of the Clover 
Leaf, Malinta and Its excellent termi- 
nal facilities in connection wioh the 
Obio Southern, -it would be a formid- 
able rival of the C., H. & D. for the 
coal business, if <not for passenger 
traffic. 


The Clover Leaf would be willing 


to go into such an agreement, if it 
were not for the Indianapolis St. 
Louts line. The I., D. & W. forms 
part of the line. Just about as Brice 
thougnt he was going to gain an easy 
entrance into Toledo and get a rich 
slice of tbe north and -south'coal and 
or-e business, tbe C. fl. & D. made a 
move. It bought up tfee I., D. & W. 
and -thus put its thumb on tbe Clov- 
er Leaf at Toledo. TbeOlover Leaf's 
Indianapolis & St. Louis line Is fast 
becoming a fruitful source of earn 
Ings, and the Clover Leaf can not 
aflVi3 to do anything w&ich would 
endanger it. 


The Wabasb is not kept from en- 


tering ioto an alliance of tills charac- 
ter by any such entaglemeat with 
the C., H. & D., bat its terminals 
are not aoy too large for its own bus- 
iness. It has no room for another 
line to rum into Toledo, and it would 
be cheaper to build or buy a line into 
Toledo than to pay trackage over the 
Lake Shore. 


Thus it appears that tbe C., H. & 


& D. holds the key to tbe situation

And yet Mrs. Breniiau is going to try 


to effect a lauding on Cocas island, a 
little shell of volcanic rock about 500 
miles southwest of Panama, an island 
inhabited only by herds of goats and 
known oaly as having been at one time 
a watering station for Sooth sea 
whalers. Mrs. Brennan ia going there 
to &»& some treasure which she knows 
was there 54 years ago and which she- 
has every reason to believe has not since 
been removed. The old lady has no 
son for making any mystery about her 
plans, except, of, course, as to the pre- 
cise spot ou the island in wbi«h the 
treasure lies, as it is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge that there is a great 
deal of gold hidden somewhere on the 
island, and extensive excavations have 
from time to time been made by search- 
ers, who hoped that chance would guide 
them to the cache, of which. Mrs. Bren- 
nan knows the esact location. 


Most expeditions in search of treasure 


are organized by mere dreamers and en- 
thusiasts and not a few of them by 
skillful swindlers. But Mrs. Brennan, 
who is investing no money but her own 
in the venture, certainly seems to be a 
woman of strong common sense, and the 
srory of the treasure, as she herself tells 
it, is very much more simple and direct, 
than are the narratives which form, the 
stcifc in trade of the common run of ad- 
venturers. 


Mrs. Brennan was married for the 


first time in 1848 to John Keating of 
St Johns, N. F., a seafaring 'man; 
who died in 1882. Before he died he 
gavo her a marked map of the island 
and told her: a story of his own connec- 
tion with the treasure. In June, 1835, 
Keating was shipTs carpenter of the 
Rose Blanche of St. Johns, then load- 
ing in Rio Janeiro for home. A man 
who looked like a tramp came out from 
behind a pile of boards on the wharf 
one morning and asked Keating if 'the 
Boso Blanche.wonld like to ship anoth- 
er hand. He was, he said, an able sea- 
man and had been trying 4;o do some 
trading ou his own account iu the 
TTguassa country, bntJiad been robbed 
aud made his-way to the coast with 
great difficulty. . Keating at once as- 
sumed that the man was a deserter 
from some other ship, if nothing worse, 
but as two of the crew of the Rose 
Blanche had run away at Puerto Sogu- 
ro he told the man to wait until Cap- 
tain Humphries came on board. He 
gave Thompson, as the stranger called, 
himself, something to eat, and later in 
the day found the captain very glad to 
add one to his depleted complement. 
The Rose Blanche sailed the next day, 
and as she inside hex- northing Thomp- 
son, who had contracted a fever while 
tramping down to the coast, was com- 
pelled to take to his berth. Keating, 
who was a good narored young fellow, 
did what he could for the sick man, 
who made load protestations of his 
gratitude and talked vaguely about a 
great reward which Keating might hope 
to reap for his kindness.: When the 
Rose Blanche reached St Johns, Thomp- 
son said he •\yonUl like to find board in 
some quiet place where he could regain 
his strength before going to sea again, 
and Keating said his mother would.be 
frlad"to take in auy well conducted man. 
Upon this Thompson said that; ho was 
aot so poor as he looked, and showed 
Keating some old goldpieces, which he 
carried in a 'belt concealed beneath his 
tattered clothing. 
• 


At Mrs. Heating's Thompson grew 


suddenly worse, aud it was when ho was 
about to die that he told John Keating 
the story and gave to John Keating the 
map, which Keating in turn, when it 
came his time to die, common icated to 
his wife.

A BIG SEA SERPENT. 


Said to Be Two Hundred Feet ton* and 


In Long Illand Sonnd. 


A sea serpent -with pea green whiskers 


passed down Long Island sound in -a, big 
hurry Wednesday morning. He was 
plowing through the water at a 25 knot 
clip when he passed the 
Stratford 


lighthouse and left a wake of foam be- 
hind him a mile in length. He was eas- 
ily 200 feet in length, and his head was 
reared 20 feet above the brine. That af- 
forded a good view of his whiskers, 
•which were of the rich deep green color 
of bog hay. 


The big reptile v?as plainly seen from 


the lighthouse by Keeper Theodore Jnd- 
son, his wife, his son Henry and his 
daughter Agnes, and by H. W. Curtis 
of Stratford, as well as by a number of 
people at Captain John Bond's place, 
up the river. These latter saw only the 
loftily reared head, -which at a distance 
looked like the tall funnel of a sound 
flier. Keeper Judsou seriously declared 
to a reporter that he could not be mis- 
taken. 


"I saw it plainly," he said, "and so 


did .my wife and children and Mr. Cur- 
tis. All of as are familiar with the ap- 
pearance of a school of porpoises, and 
this sight was entirely different Be- 
sides, the head stuck up straight, and 
porpoises could hardly present that ap- 
pearance unless they were pushing along 
a stovepipe in the water. Of course it is 
hard to say just how big the creature 
•was, but the body was very long and 
quite thick. It was traveling down the 
sound at a rapid fate, perhaps a half 
mile offshore. It could be plainly seen 
without a glass."

A WIDOW'S GRIEVANCE. 


She In an American and Want* 


S200.0OO From Spain. 


Mme. Maria Dolores de Durio, a Cu- 


ban widow of wealth, hopes to invoke 
the aid of the United States govern- 
ment in a suit against the Spanish gov- 
ernment for §200,000 damages, alleged 
to have been sustained by the destruc- 
tion of her plantations on the island of 
Cuba. She contends she is an American, 
although sHehas passed 30 years among 
the Cubans. Her plantations were in 
the districts Queiueda de Guiiiez and 
R&ncho Veloz, in the jurisdiction of Sa- 
gna la Grapde, province of Santa Clara. 


Spanish guerrillas entered that sec- 


tion three months ago and laid her prop- 
erty in waste with torches. She and her 
family were forced to flee. She bears 
with her an affidavit, signed before 
United Statss Consul General Fitz Hugh 
Lee, and to prove her identity she car- 
ries letters from General Gomez and 
others. 


Mme. rie Durio said that less than a 


month ago she and her family were shot 
at in their beds. She added that, aside 
from her patriotism, she had incurred 
Spanish ill will by her display of the 
United States flag. j?or this, she says, 
the Spanish captain threatened to burn 
her house after several bullets had been 
fired through the window.—Xew York 
Sun.

The following manuscript came into

"John Trill never set the river afire," 
was what iny father had once said of 
me. Doar, kind old man, he -did not 
know that I was within hearing dis- 
tance or he never would have said it. 
But, although the remark was gall and 
wormwood to me at the time, it spurred 
me on to exertion, and I made much 
better use of my time at. college than I 
would otherwise have done- 


Mary Mercer, a daughter of a near 


neighbor and intimate friend of my 
father, had been my lifelong companion 
and friend.

My heart was in nsy boots for 


many a day, but pride finally came «o 
the wscce, and I determined to fry to 
forget Mary and the whole female- M-S. 


Feeling that it would be iinposflMe 


to have any pc-ai» of miud with Mary 
st. neur, I planned a loug trip to Europe. 
It had always been my father's wi.-h 
that I, his only son, should iuki- this 
trip, but I had always opposed it, think- 
ing that be could not afford it, for ho 
had two daughters, both younger than 
myself, aud 1 longed to s>* the:u take 
that position in society which ;k good 
education only can give. And, while 
this European trip would not ha\e seri- 
onsly interfered with ray wishes for my 
sisters' advancement, I knew that it 
would entail an amount of economy at 
home that I did not like to think of. 
Bnt, seeing my depressed spirits and 
perhaps guessing the cunsc, my father 
renewed his persuasions, set forth in 
glowing terms the advantages to l» 
gained, which none knew better than 
he himself, as he had been quite n trav- 
eler in his youth, and finally overcame 
all my objections. 


My trunk wa.s packed; passport and 


guidebooks wore provided; aiTange- 
ments were irxde for the nef.t-ssary 
funds to meet my »spenses, but- not a 
•word canio frcm Mary, although she 
must have heard that I was ready to 
go. Father, met her and sisters bfcde me 
a sad goodby, :iud I was gone.

I reproached myself a hundred 
times for never making any inquiries as 
to tho causes of her silence and cursed 
my foolish pride along with my re- 
proaches. 


As soon as I got to the end of my 


journey I went directly to Mary's house, 
even before going to my own home. She 
was decidedly cool toward me, though 
it had been years since wo had seen each 
other. Bat when I explained the matter, 
she seemed fully satisfied, aud we were 
married.in a few •jvceks,^ 


I alterwarcT learned Ihat tho letter 


had been duly sent by a trustworthy 
messenger, who had come into my room, 
and, finding me asleep, had left it at 
my elbow, supposing, of course, that I 
would see it when 1 woke np. 


Mnny years have passed away since 


these events took place, and there is a 
little Mary now running in aud out as 
I write, who bids fair to equal her 
mother in beauty. And nothing pleases 
her so much as when I tell her the story 
of my finding mamma's letter in my 
Spanish book on tho borders of Spain. 
Said letter is now framed and glazed 
and hangs above me. It has often been 
taken down and hidden by niy wife, 
and many threats have been made to 
burn it up, but I always manage to find 
it and bring it back.—New York Even- 
ing Post.

its efforts, v, :th satisfactory results ir 
tbe administration of justice in tbe 
United States. 


The subject of legal education has 


been discussed by tbe association during 
tbe last five years m tbe fullest manner. 
As a result the standard of education 
for tbe bar has been very much raised 
and a three years' law course Hns been 
established in a large number of Jaw 
schools. It is partly this work of tbe 
a&sociation which led tbe lord chief jus- 
tice of England, in his address to the 
urns of court in 1893, to «pa»k in terms 
of commendation of tiie high efficiency 
of legal education in tbe law schools oi 
the- United States. A section of patent 
law, consisting of eminent patent law- 
yers, bas charge of the amendments o! 
patent legislation in congress.—Cleve-

A I'tcuIUr Congb. 


At a recent meeting of one of the 


?mieh societies a paper was read on 
what was diagnosed as a tonsilar cough. 
This cough is described as violent, spas- 
modic and painful It was frequently 
accompanied by reflexes in the neighbor- 
jig region, and particularly by a pro- 
fuse watering of the eyes. All remedies 
ordinarily applied produced no effect 
whatever, and as there was no expecto- 
ration tbe origin of tbe cough has setm- 
ed obscure. The trouble, however, is ex- 
plained by familiarity with the strnc- 
:ure of the tonsils. Several sets of nerves 
center and blend at and near tbe outer 
surface of the tonsils, where they form 
what is de«-nbed under the name of 
tousilai plexus. Tbe tonsils are connect- 
ed by muscles witb tbe apparatus of the 
larynx, a fact wbicb makes treatment 
of tbe tonsils complicated and difficult. 
It is a common practice to cut off tho 


isiK, but tbii bas been attended with 


very grave rtsuits. Tbe hearing is some- 
times anVcted by this arrangement and 
the larynx is necessarily involved Tbe 
be=t surgeons are at present very careful 
bow tbey perform any surgical opera 
tion on the throat or tongue, as it is 
fact past question tbat very few snch 
operations are successful m tbe long run. 
Tbere may bo temporary relief, bnt it 
is almost invariably short lived.—New 
York Ledger 


Slag Tiles. 


By means of an ingenious process in- 


Tented by Marco Cbeapponi tbe manu- 
facture of slag tiles from blast furnace 
slag is said to be successfully carried on 
at the smelting %>ork.sof Coacba i Tore, 
about ten miles from Santiago de Chile. 
Tbe result obtained evidently realizes 
an important desideratum m this, hue. 
Tbe slag and matte, according to this 
plan, are tapped from the blast furnace 
into a slag pot. and, after settlu-g a few 
moments, the s-lag is poured from ladles 
into molds. These are placed on a hearth 
which has a movable cover, and, the 
molds being filled witb slag, a cover is 
placed on them as well a1, oi^the hearth. 
A \ery slight beat is kept'up. so tbaf 
tbe slag is \ory slowly cooled, and 
•when it appears black tho mold? are 
lifud from the health, and the slag tiles 
are dumped into cold water. Made in 
this manner, tbe slag tiles are light and 
portable, and, when laid, tough and 
duraluu. Tht) tlag cairyiug a considera- 
ble amount of iron is pref erred Ir is woll 
known tbat under ordinary circum- 
stances it is impossible to prouuLO tilts 
of tbis class of suitable dimensions 
witbout extraordinary means for tough- 
ening —New York Sun. 


Mail Catcher*.
